JE FF E R SO N CITY. Jan. 29 - f/P) 
—A bill to prevent landlords of 
residential property from refusing 
tenancy to anyone intending to 
rear a family was introduced in 
the Alissouri House of R epresen­ 
tatives Tuesday. 
Introduced by Reps. Edgar Boe- 
deckor and Orlie V. Underwood, 
both St. Louis county Republi(‘ans, 
the bill would prohibit landlords! 
from inserting any clause in 
a' 
rental 
contract 
to 
provide 
that 
during the term of tenancy the oc­ 
cupants of the residence “shall re­ 
main childless or shall not rear 
children.” 
Violation of the proposed law 
would be a misdemeanor. 
Rep. W alter H. B radbury (R) 
of Jasjier county offered a bill to 
combat what he called the “insid­ 
ious influx of unA m eriean indi­ 
viduals’’ 
into 
public 
office. 
It 
would add this paragraph to all 
oaths taken by such officials on 
their inauguration to office: 
“I do solemnly swear that I have 
not within one yeai* ])rior to taking
